10 [What is claimed is] 

1. A wireless device having 

a radiation conductor board which is provided over a 
planar conductive side wall of an enclosure housing a wireless device 
circuit, opposite and in parallel to said wall, with one end of said 
15 radiation board electrically connected to said side wall; 

a feeding point which is provided on said radiation board 
at a position spaced from said end; and 

a feeding conductor which penetrates said side wall in 
electrically insulated manner and electrically connects said feeding 
20 point to said wireless device circuit characterized in: 

said feeding conductor is sheathed with an insulating 
sleeve and formed integral with a feeding member; and 

said feeding member is threaded into said enclosure in 
proximity to said feeding point, said feeding conductor is provided 
25 perpendicularly with respect to said side wall, and said radiation board 
is made into contact with one end of said insulating sleeve so that the 
device is structured to have a constant distance between said radiation 
board and said side wall. 
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2. The wireless device as described in Claim 1 wherein 

said enclosure has a conductive chassis and conductive 
covers provided over the sides thereof; and 
5 said device is structured so that said feeding member is 

threaded into said conductive chassis and said conductive covers are 
fixed in close contact with said conductive chassis. 
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
